Further, I notice that the song of birds 
is a family song. Even those of the 
feathered throngs which have no sony at 
all, make what utterances they do in 
sounds of their own fainily of birds, The 
hoot of the owl, the clatter of tho miu. 
pie, the crow of the chanticleer, tho 
drumming of tho grouse, tho laugh of 
the loon in the Adirondacks, the cucklo 
of the hen, tho sereain of the eagle, tho 
croak of the raven, are sounds boiougify. 
to each particular family; but when you 
come to those which have real soass 
how sugges ive that it is always a fanily 
song, All the skylurks, all the michtin- 
rales, all the goldtinches, all the black- 
Birtiss all the cockoos, prefer the sou of 
their own family and never sing any- 
thing else. So the most deeply impre 
sive songs we ever sing aro family sungs, 
They have come down from generation 
to generation. You were sung to sleep 
in your infancy and childhood by sons 
that will sing in your soul forever, Oh, 
those family songs! The songs that 
father sung, that mother sang, tiat sis- 
ters ind brothers sang. ‘They roll on us 
to-day with a reminiscence that fills the 
throat, as well as the heart, with emo 
tion, In our house in my childhood it 
was always a religious song. I do’ nov 
think that the old folks kuew anything 
but religious songs; at any rate, I never 
heard them sing anything else. It was 
"Jesus, lover of my soul,” or “Rock of 
ages,” or There is a fountain filled with 
blood,” or ‘Mary to the Saviour’s tomb.” 
Mothers, be careful what you sing your 
children to sleep with. Let it be nothing 
frivolous or silly. Better have in it 
something of Christ and lieaven. Better 
have in it something that will help that 
boy thirty years from now to bear np 
under the bombardment of temptation. 
Better have in it something that will 
help that daughter thirty years from now 
when upon her comes the cares of 
motherhood and the agonies of berenye- 
mentand the brutal treatment of one who 
swore before the high heaven that he 
would cherish and protect. Do not waste 
the best hour for muking an impressio: 
upon your little one, the hour ot dusk, 
the beach between the day and night, 
Sing not a doleful song, but a sug- 
gestive song, a Christian song, a song 
you will not be ashamed to meet when 
it comes to you in the eternal destiny of 
your son and daughter, The oriole has 
aloud song, and the chewink a long 
song, and the bluebird a short song, but 
itis always a family song, und let your 
gloaming song to your cuildren, whether 
loud or long or short, be a Christian 
song. These family songs are about all 
we keep of the old homestead, Tho 
house where you were bora will go into 
the hands of strangers. Tho garments 
that were carefully kept as relics will 
become moth-eaten, ‘Ihe family Bible 
can go into the possession of only 
oue of tho family, The lock of gray 
hair may not be lost from the locket, 
and in a few years all signs and 
momentoes of the old homestead will be 
gone forever, But the family songs, 
those that we heard at two years of age, 
at five years of age, at ten yours of age, 
will be indestructibl and at forty or 
fifty or sixty or se ty years of age 
will give usa mighty boost over some 
rough place in the path of our pil- 
grimuge. 

I preach this sermon just before many 
of you will go out to pass days or 
weeks in the country. Be careful how 
you treat the birds, Remember they 
are God's fayorites, and if you offend 
them, you offend him, He is so foud ot 
their voices that there are forests where 
for a hundred miles no human [ob 


ever trod and no human ear has ever 
listoned, Those interminable forests 
aro concert halls with only one auditor 
—the Lord God Almighty. Ue builded 
those auditoriums of leaves and sky 
and supports all that infinite 
Minstrelsy for himself alone. Be 
careful iter you treat his favorite 
choir. In Deuteronomy he warns 
the people: “If a bird's nest happen to be 
before ties in tho way in any tree, or on 
the ground, whether they be youn ones 
or eggs, thou shalé/not take the dam 
with the young, that it may be well with 


his

duys.” So you see your longevity is re- 
lated to your treatment of birds. ‘Then 
go forth and attend the minstrelsy, Put 


off starding colors, which frighten the 
win sed songters into silence or flight, and 
put on your more sober attire. and move 
noisclessly into the woods, further and 
further from the main road, and haye no. 
conversation, for many a concert 
out of doors has been ruined by pe 
ent talkers, and then ait down on u mossy 
bank;

I believe that this contrast between the 
grow te of art and of science lies in tho 
simple fact that we cau connect parts 
together, but not wholes, Art, in all its 
forms, deals with wholes; the unity of 
its products must ever be in the fore- 
ground, whether the eloments it happeus 
to combine be few or many. Harniony 
is the first law. Thore must, of cours 
be unity in the case of the sciences also ; 
no fact has value or significance for 
them except in so far as it illustrates and 
embodies a colligating hypothesis, In 
them, however, the purity is more or 
less latent, operates, as it were, from 
behind, and exists, not for its own suke, 
but for that of the details, the facts, or 
events it explains. The harmony of 
whole and part is incomplete in the 
Sciences, the reconciliation of law and 
fuct is imperfect. While the work of 
art sustains the detail in the whole, iho 
scientilic idea uses up the particular, 
Which hus no value for its own sake, but 
a8 a mere illustration or explanation of a 
Jaw, The great pictures ina gallery of

our Ame.ican markets, as would be the 
euse with political union, almost all the 
lumber would be sawn and finished in 
Canada. As the result ot this new de- 
nvand fot labor, it bas been caretully esti- 
inated by an Ottawa lumbermen, that the 
population of his city would immedialy 
increase one half. What would be true of 
Ottawa would be true of many other towns 
and villages. 

Belleville would be a different city ifeven 
one eighth of the logs that annually de- 
scend the Moira River were finished here 
into flooring, siding, moulding sash, doors, 
cic., before they passed an too the States, 

‘The enterpii-ing firms owning ovr plan- 
ing mulls gwould then each require many 
blocks of laid for their yards, storerooms 
and mills, and their employees would be 
counted by the hundreds. Such assured- 
ly would,be the case with these bright busi- 
ness men, ifthe timber passed their mills 


Imaple, birch ash oak, etc, and of the 
many thousands of dollars they would re« 
present to us if our Belleville carriage and 
furniture manufacturers could only have 
‘this continent for a market for the finish- 
ted products of their labor. Give any of our 
furniture manufacturing firms the Western 
States to sell a car load per week just of 
their side bgardp. Let any one of our 
carriage manufacturing cov panies have 
free access for their goods to New York 
State alone, and in a month all their con- 
veyances will be sold, they will have 
orders ahead, and they will be enlarging 
their premise 

All our Belleville carriage and furniture 
manufacturers possess the business quali- 
ficatious necessary for success, all they 
lack are 65 million additional customers. 
The better class of their goods excel the 
class of American manufactures with which 
they would come in competition, in cheap- 
ness, durability and artistic design. We 
have the timber which the Americans 
have noc for they buy all we sell. Instead 
of sending it to them in the raw shape of 
logs and boards, let us adopt Continental 
Union, and then we can send it to them 
free of duty, in a manufactured condition. 

As no duty would then ba charged on 
lumber entering the the States the value 
of our timber limits would rise ; conse 
quently the Provincial government would 
obtain a higher price for them at the 
competitive auction sales. The result of 
this would be that our government would 
not fequire to sell so much of our timber 
in otder to obtain the required revenue, 
anc our forests being then of more value 
wotlld be better taken care ot and last 
longer. Heavjer dues on logs could also 
bA collected, because they would be more 
yaluable in Canada, and the lumber bus'- 
ne$s, though aot as large as formerly, 
would represert asmuch money and be 
more healthy and prosperous. 

The numereus planing and finish factor- 
ies which would be permanently establish- 
ed throughout our province would greatly 
increase our prosperity and also furnish 
employment to many thousands who ure 
now anuually compelled to leave their 
Canadian homer, Our hardy and pre- 
eminently skillful shantymen and river 
drivers would then obtain congenial em 
ployment in our thousand mills and fac- 
tories when they were disabled by acci- 
dent, rheumatism or old age, These men 
are the sons of our soil, our own bone and 
sinew, let us act the part of men and pro- 
vide work for them in chejr misfortunes in 
our own Province, 

Political union would conciliate our 
American customers and they could im 
pose no daty upon our finished lumber. 
Ontario as a state of the Republic of North 
America would be indipendent of all the 
other States and manage all its eternal 
finances which would include the timber 
feyended. Only political union will induce 
the U, S. to take the duty off the finished 
lumber aod thus relinquisu its manufac— 
tbres to Ontario, who would then be their 
sister, Politicians who aspire to the 
dignity ofCanadian statesmen will do well 
tocsolve this problem. Whether ia it 
better to advocate Continential union 
which will furri.b employment at home 
for Canadians and haye otner Sates and 
nations pay us for the finished products of 
our labor ¢ Or to remain as we are merely 
the purveyors of raw material, the hewers 
of wood for foreign countries ?

He examined into the 
rights claimed by Russia in 1799 and 1821, 
and into the resulting protests from the 
United States and the treaties between 
America and Russia, Mr. Phelps had held 
that neither the protests nor treaties 
raised any objection to Russia’s exclusive 
trading or sealing rights in Behring Sea. 
They only opposed Russia's claim to ox- 
clusiye trading rights on the shores of the 
Pacific Ocean. Proceeding to deal with the 
questions of jurisdiction involved In the 
case, Mr. Phelps contended that they were 
subordinate to the main question at issue, 
The property righta of Amerioa in the seals 
and her right to care for the animals would 
not de oad on a decision by the tribunal 
favorable to her on questions of jurisdic- 
tion, though her rights would be strength- 
ened by such a decision. 

Mr. Phelps argued that the term “Pacific” 
did not include Behring Sea in the coutext of

to any particular type. Anything that 
was bright, cheerful and pleasing seems 
to have beenchosen, andmany are models 
‘of historic buildings. In some, the ia- 
teriors are exquisite, beautifully painted 
and frescoed; velvet carpets admirably 
blend: d colors, sofas so soft and luxurious 
that when you allow your weary body te 
| sink into their aepths, a tremendous effort 
of willis required to pull yourself out 
again. Old Queen Anne cabinets, por-

house is said to have cost half a million, 
and isa representation of the old Van 
Renssellar residence, one of the oli par 
troons. 1t is both spacious and magni- 
ficiont—the grand banqueting hall, superb 
{ parlors—carpets, furniture &c., cannot be 
| described by auy general description— 
they must be seen. Pennsylvania build- 
ing is surrounded by fine grounds and is a

| here is the famous Liberty Bell—the chair 
| in which Thomas Jofferson sat when he

Only one hose, that of a chemical engine, 
had been hauled up, when a gust of wind 
caused the to break out in an alarm- 
‘ing manner about 10 feet from the top of 
the cupola, Meantime the fire had oaten 
its way dowh through the network of tim- 
bere inside the structure, and unconscious 
of their danger tho firemen were standing 
an it wero on the shell of burning volcano, 

Not one of the tens of thou- 
sands of interested spectators who had 
gathered from all pan of the grounds 

iad any intimation of the perilous position 
in which the firemen were then standing. 
The fire had been burning scarcely 20 
minutes and the firemen were pulling and 
pangs the ropes, whon suddenly the

dden and so furious was the out- 
and no terrible was the spectacle 
that for the moment the crowd 
stood there transfixed with horror, Strong 
men wrung their hands in a hysterical 
manner, and scores of women fainted. All 
alike were powerless to aid the unfortunate 
men imprisoned on the balcony 150 feet 
from the ground. 

All the ropes, save one on the north side 
of the tower, was burned 


slid down to 
house’ where he fainted away. 

His faco and hands wore terribly burned 
by tho flames which eatelcped his body as 
he came down, He was taken to the hos- 
pital whero he was cared for and the physi- 
cians say he will recover, 

Two of his follow firemen attempted to 
follow him but before they were half way 
down the base gave wan and they dropped 
into the seething mans of firo and were loav 
and the multitude below gave utterance te 
& groan of sickening horror. 

Another of the imprisoned men started 
down the rope om the north sido of the 
tower, and had almost reached the roof 
when it gave way and he fell, striking om 
hie head, Hoe was instantly killed, There 
remained aocerding to the count of various 
spectators from 25 to 30 menin the tower. 

hey were hopelessly beyond the reach of 
help.

carth, My researches have been based 
on Ampore'd maxim that ‘currenus going 
in the same direction attract, and those 
going in opposite directions repel, each 
other,’ Tn our atmosphere it frequently 
occurs tat winds blowing in contrary 
directions are superposed,and that clouds 
Wavellng with the winds piss over cach 
f tho 


other, temperature is at all 
high the lower cloud tends to 
rise, naturally forcing the upper ons 
to riko also, Several clouds sailing 


in different directions may thus be 
Superpoved, each one driving the other 
Np higher until the uppermost one at- 
taing an elevation where the cold is such 
that it js congealed. The then falla 
by reavon of its weight. particle 
of ice in falling through a lower cloud iy 
condensed and dampened, Part of the 
Water covering it evaporates, and the 
reat forms & new Jayor of ice, the procesa 
being repeated as the hailstone traverses 
euch successive cloud, This fact can be 
demonstrated by cutting a hailatone in 
two, when the layers of ica of which it 
is formed can be seen by the aid of a 
Magnifying glass, Each layer of ice ro- 
presents a cloud through which the hail- 
stone has passed before reaching the 
earth. From this theory I vonclude that 
by suppressing one or two of the inter- 
mediiry clouds the uppermost one would 
not be forced to such a height as to ox: 
perience the cold necessary to changed it 
into ice, A cloud can be suppressed by 
depriving it of its electricity, thereby 
causing it to fallin the shape of rain. 
To obtain this result I employ a large 
tailless kite carrying an electric appara- 
tus, My experiments have been most 
successful, and I expect very shortly to 
submit a full report to the Academy of 
Science, and subsequently to put my in- 
vention into practical use.” 


Several Kinds of Baths, 


Tam not quite so amphibious as some 
of my friends, for there is no question 
but weak children cun be soaked into 
invalidism. Warm baths are always 
dangerous for those whose vital grip ix 
rather weak, But a stout solid chap 
needs a soak once a week, Cold bathing 
is equally dangerous, except to vixorous 
constitutions, It ik peculiary important 
to bathe in comfortablu rooms. The 
passion for shocking the system by 
rough usage is patsing away, fortu- 
nately, You cannot harden feebloness by 
abuse, Pounding the chest und wear- 
ing thin clothes, and bathing in ice 
Water were popular follies of a kind. 
Let the room be comfortable and the 
water temperature be moderate, then 
rely on abundant friction, 

But dry bathing is equally important, 
T have found nothing better than coarse, 
woyen mittens. Each member of ty. 
family is supplied with a pair to use for 
a dry, hard ruballover, just before 
jumping into bed at night and on rising 
in the morning. Persons troubled with 
insomnia should adopt this plan, and by 
all means avoid a wet bath. In the 
night if not sleeping soundly, rise and 
take another dry bath, The delicious 
feeling well repays for the exercise, 
apart from the wholssome conse: 
quences, 

Then I add, as indispensable, a sun: 
bath. Most people whi are not outdoor 
workers do not get enough sunshine, T 
have a window so arranged as to get the 
| morning's glow, and there, enclosed by 
curtains T sit clothed in little but sun- 
shine. It is an attachment easily ac- 
\ corded to all country and suburban 
\ houses, The sun, moderately applied te 
the skin, soothes nervous pain and irrita: 
bility as nothing else will If you are

The 
chairman in the hall said; This is the 
largest convention we have ever had with 
one exception that of lass year in New 
York, Carefal estimate plnces the num- 
ber of delegates to the convention at 
16,500, ‘he addresses were given by 
Key J. Henry of San Franctsco on the 
bible in our work and by Res. N. Boyn- 
ton of Boston on our relationship io the 
$8. school, Saturday morning was a mis- 
sionary session in which several addresses 
were given, one of which was a missionary 
session in which was Miss Ella Mac- 
Laurin of Chicago on “Missionary meet— 
ings and how conducted.” She is a very 
forcible and interesting speaker and gave 
some excellent advice as to the making 
of our missionary meetings more interest~ 
ing and how to get indifferent persons in- 
terested in missionary work. An open 
meeting conducted by Rey. Gilbert Reid

Prof, Wiggins # Saw It Saturday 
and It Will Soon Bo Visible Again, 

Orrawa, July 14.—Prof. Wiggins says 
that in two or three weeks a very brilliant 
comet will be seen in the northern sky, 

He had beon watching for somo weeks for 
socomet, which, he says, is the large vari- 
able star seen by Cornelius Gemma in 1570 
in the conatellation of Cassiopia, as its re 
appearance was about duo. 

Jo 1864 he announced that Gomma’s star, 
usually called the Star of Bothlehem, was 
only » large comet at its perihelion, when 
its Wail surrounded it and gave it the ap- 
Peecencs of a star of the first magnitude, 

e considers that his theory has been 
proved now, foron the night of the Sth 
inst. he saw for a few minutes, between 
clouds and near the pole of the heavens, a 
star of the sixth magnitude moving rapidly 
sunward, which he pronounces a comet, and 
which is seeking « nearer porihelion than in 
1670, Ou ite return from the aun it will be 
very brilliant, It is now, hw says, probably 
below tho horizon.

This 
jaunt gave ua a fnir idea of the condition 
of tho crops in the eastern part of the 
We also carefully observed the 


township. ! 
general appearance of farts, buildings, 
ets, the true criterious of good 


rerba: ‘farming. [am pleased to be able 
to say that whal we saw fully convinced 
us that thefarmers of the scotions through 
which wo passed are abreast of the times 
in all that constitutes intelligent husban- 
dry. There are many excellent farms, 
well cultivated, and evincing thrift and 
prosperity, Some fields well seedea with 
Ferrick, were seen, but they were excep 
tiona to the general mle, This fact Isa 
credit to the iatelligent people who have 
so many comfortable and even elegant 
homes in that township Spring crops 
showed the effects of th routh, but fall 
grain and meadows were generally very 
promising. The people with whom we 
conversed expressed themselves hopofully, 
though admittirg the injury already done 
by the hot, dry woather. Recent rains 
have, no doubt, revived the hopes of those 


who sow the seed with a faith in the 
divine promises of a harvest time, Afow 
days afterwards | drove from 


Shannonville, through 
the firal concession, ‘Thore had been 
a copious rainthe day beiore, and the 
face of nature was suiting in the bright 
warmaunshine, Some good fields of grain 
wore seen, and the meadows were quite 
up to the average for the season, but the 
prospects enorally were not equal to those 
in Ameliasburg. ‘This was no doubt, ow-

the front. of Thurlow as high marks for 
excellency in farming as those of Awelias- 
burg. There are farms along this road 
equal in every respect to the beat across 
the bay, but they are not so numerous. 
As before statec, put of this deficiency 
may be attributed to inferior soil, but 
occasional cropping Out of limestone rocks 
cannot be held responsible for all that is 
defective. Imust make some reference 
to the village af Shannonville before clos- 
ing.

DOSNT SUIT FRANCE 


The Text ofSiam’s Reply to the French 
Ultimatum, 


GREAT BRITAIN WAITS. 


Lord Dufferin t. bo Heard From Yet 
Germany Neutral at Present—Hoe 
tilities Continued Latest 
From Bangkok and Paris. 


24.—Siam's reply was 
‘avie, French Minister rest. 
igkok, at 2 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon, The 48 hours allowed by 
France's ultimatum for reply had not 
then expired. The text of the communi. 
cation is as follows :-— 

M, Le Ministre,—In reply to the com- 
munication which by ordxr of your Goy- 
ernment you handed to me on hursnay, 
Joly 20, at 6.46 in the evening, his Majeaty 
the King. my angust sovereign, charges mo 
to make to you the following declaration: 

His majesty regrets that no precise defi- 
nition ever has m given him of what 
his majesty is to understand by the ex- 
pression ‘‘rights of the Empire of Anoam 
and of the Kingdom of Cambodia on the 
left bank of the Mekong River and on the 
islands of the Mekong River.” His maj- 
esty has been ever ready to abandon ‘4 
territories over which the existence of 
thowe rights should have been proved, and 
five months ago his majesty proposed to 


handed to M. 


submit contested points to inter- 
j Pational arbitration. Now he sub- 
mits to the pressure of circum: 


stances in order to restore peace to 
his people and security to the numerous 
commercial interests at stake in his 
country. His Majesty therefore consents 
to a delimitation of the frontiers between 
Siam and Cambodia. All the territory on 
the left bank of the Mekong river south of 
4 line diawn from the most northerly or 
the Siameze military posts recently ocou- 
pied by the Franco-Annamite troops to 
another point situated in the same 
latitude—that is on the 18th degree 
north Intitude—will be regarded as 
Annamite and Cambodian territory, the 
river below the point indicated becoming 
the line of separation between the neigh- 
boring States as far as to the point at 
which the river enters Cambodian Terri- 
tory, and the use of the islands in the 
river being common to the three conter- 
j minous States, The two Siamese military 
posts now existing in the above described 
territory will be evacuated within a month. 

His Majesty spores sincerely the 
losses —_—evperienc by both sides 
in connection with the King.Kien and 
Khammon incidents, as well as the re- 
grettable collision at the month of the 
Menam river, The Bacgbien will be liber- 
ated and other satisfaction demanded will, 
if necessary, be given so far as is com- 
patible with ordinary justice and the inde- 
pendence of the Siamese Government, 
which the French Government has de- 
clared its desire to respect. The four 
persons found guilty of acts of per- 
sonal aggression, contrary to national 
or international law against French 
subjects, will be punished, and 
where necessary compensation in money 
will be made to the relatives of the 
victims. Long notes have been exchanged 
by us five times on the subjact of certain 
claims made by French subjects on ac- 
count of damage alleged to have boen suf- 
fered by them owing to the action of 
Siamese officials, These allegations are 
contested, however, by the latter. The 
king, guided by the same consideration as 
those actuating the foreign decisions, 
agrees not to insist on the question of 
principle and to hand over to the 
Government of the French Republic 
the sum os 2,000,000 francs for the benefit 
of those who suffered the above mentioned 
losses. The Siamese Government pro- 
poses without, however, making it a con- 
dition, the appointment of a mixed com- 
inission to inguire into the question of 
damages and the amount of money indem- 
nities mentioned in paragraphs four, five 
and six of the French Government's de- 
mand. The Siamese Government will im- 
uiediately deposit 8,000,000 france to 
cover the amount of indemnification 
enumerated above the deposit to be made 
simultaneously with the exchange of notes 
by the two Governments, His Majesty 
having reason to believe that after 
proper inquiry the sum of 3,000,000 
francs will be found to exceed 
the amount of indemnities claimable 
relies on the justice of the French Govern- 
mont for the refunding of such a balance 
a shall remain available after the settle- 
ment of the different cases.

Among the beat known 
of these is Walter Besant, who has pro- 
bably more readers than any other liv- 
ing novelist. I had the pleasure of -meot- 
ing Mr. Besant one evening at the Hotel 
Imperial, and found him one of the most 
gonial of Englishmen. He had come over 
principally, he said, to attend the au- 
thor's congress, and intended to present 
®& paper on the subject of international 
copyright, whioh he au! uently did, an 
which provoked an ex ingly animated 
discussion, But Mr, Bosant’s hobby ts, 
of course, the education of the masses, 
as foreshadowed in his book’ ** All Sorts 
and Conditions of Men,” which probably 
accomplishes its mission sooner and more 
thoroughly than any book tha ir was 
written. The polytechnic schools in Lon- 
don were established as the dircot reanlt 
of Mr. Besant’s writing, and he talks most 
pertaininaly about them. They have an 
tondance of about 5,000 persons nightly, 
and in them handicrafts of all kinds a 
taught, a considerable amount of amuse- 
mont being mixed up with the instruction 
to make the course attractive to those at- 
pending: The classes are open to boys 
from fourteen upwards. Small fees 
charged, and the balance is made up by 
the charity commission and private sub- 
scriptions, which have been most liberal, 
Mr, Besant was engaged on no mew book 
at present, ho said, but was preparing a 
serios of papers on Westminster, which ¢ 
would occupy him for three years at least, 
An old acquaintance revived was that 
of Mr. George W. Cable, who first intro- 
duced the Now Orleans Creoles to English 
readers in his delightful novels. It was

Capt. Bourke began at the opening of the 
court this morning to read his defence. 
He reviewed the evidence in detail, vying 
most attention to testimony that hed nm 
ven regarding the responsibility for the 
ter. He said that the question was 
whether he, with Vice-Admiral Tryon be- 
side him on the chart-house of the Vic- 
torin, ought to have acted independently. 
The court alone could answer that ques- 
tion.

them back unopened and leaving the 
country. Although he was conscious of 
his own innocence, Bidwell knew that 
the correspondence would cause the 
lives of some of his friends to be for- 
feited. He therefore agreed to leave
